ticated of rain, and that rain come, yet if the itock of

When the two 
governors of reaſon and ſenſe are afflicted and fermented by 
the quartile ray of the Sun, why it is rational to believe 
and we may expect to hear of very notable tranſaQtons 
carried on by the greateſt wits both of our own and our 
neighbour nations; and in the midſt of all this action, 
(be it of what kind ſoever) ſome perſons will be advanced, 
and others diſcarded, as being found guilty of high miſde- 
meanors, and perhaps perſons of no mean quality too 
The ſpirits of men ſeem about this time to be ſtrangely ex- 
aſperatęd, and they run themſelves too voluntarily into no 
ſmall troubles and vexations—and thus our peace is mo- 
leſted and diſquieted, and thereby both the temporal and 
civil magiſtrate diſturbed. Many elderly (or the more an- 
tient ſort. of) people leave this world this W and 
amongſt the reſt ſome perſons of note both in England and 


ſome adjacent countries, alſo much robbery and thievery 


practiſed; for ſuch configurations uſually excite mankind 
to 
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paſſion and revenge, by Fee and conſpiracy, though 
to their own ruin and deſtruction. Indeed it is a ſea- 
ſon more fix for council than for action, yet ſome buſy 
agent, VIz. the friends to America will adventure (I fear) 
to wander out of the royal road of loyalty, and perhaps 
come home by weeping croſs. There is a ſtorm approach- 
ing, and woe be to them on whom it falls, Notable diſ- 
coveries this quarter break forth amongſt us, and let none 
de too buly to nhſh in troubled waters. Audit, cerne, tace. 
Matters aud things of great importance are now under 
debate. Towards the latter end of February, viz. the 
22d or 23d day thereof, Mars enters Aries, the reputed 
aſcendent of England, and there continues till the 4th of 
April, and at the fame time diſpoſes of Saturn, the Ame» 
ricans ſignincator, in his own houſe Scorpio'; hence then 
the Engliſh nation will take courage, and ſome noble he- 
roic ſpirics appear active to good purpoſe, to promote the 
intereſt and ſafety of their king and country, God increaſe 
the number of ſuch worthy heroes amongſt us, that we 
may live in peace and plenty under the government and 
and protection of our juſt laws and gracious King, whom 
God prejerye.

If the Sun, ſaith he, in any revolution ſhall be poſited in 
the Mid-heaven, or angle of ſovereiguty, he declares that 
kings, and great perſons to be had in honour and admira- 
ion, ang to be obeyed of their ſubjects and ſervants: It 
Revi e intimates their great indulgences to and care of 
JI PSOPlee To that you ſee the yulgar will not be obedient 
r nou ht, their loyalty is likely to be rewarded. Nobi- 
Ity and virtue will increaſe and flouriſh, and receive 
great encouragement ſrom all kind of perſons. Govern- 
Fans in itſelf, be it either of church or ſtate, will be of 
reater honour and eſtimation, and be held more vene- 
Fable, than for ſome years laſt paſt it hath, and majeſiy 
and ſovereignty (as far as juſt) ſhall be exalted; the 
worms and maggots of treachery, that have a long time 
roubled the brains of men in this nation, are probably 
to be ejected, and madneſs and frenzy they have drove

noble planet Jupiter in trine to the Sun. Haly ſays, At ſi 
apiter in ſecunda domo in trino polis, &c. and if Jupiter 
ſhall be placed in the ſecond of a revolutional figure, the 
king of that climate, and other ſuperior magiſtrates of the 
ame, mall be honoured and reverenced, and obeyed of 
theit people and ſubjeAs, for that they ſhall lifpente juſ- 
tice and right equally and impartially among them; and 
the yulgar fort by their obedience (active and paſſive) ſhall 
thrive, grow rich, and live contented under the regency 
of their King or governor. =

Of the Summer QY ART IRR, ; 


HICH beginneth when the Sun entereth igto the 
firſt point of the tropical ſign Cancer, which is 
the eſtival ſolſtice, making our longeſt days and thorteſt 
nights; which falls this your: on Sunday, June the 21ſt, 
at 20 min. paſt 10 in the forenoon, when 13. deg. of Virgo 
aſcends, and 6 deg. of U culminates on the med-ccoli, 
but becauſe there 1s a viſible Eclipſe of the SunAo 7 the 
ingreſs. 1 ſhall give you the figure for the middle time of 
the Eclipſe, and my judgment of it, with conſideration to 
the ingreſs at the ſame time. | 

All the textuaries that have come to my hand, as 
Prolemy, - Cardan, Proclus, Ludovicus de Regis, and 
others, do- agree, that an Eclipſe of the Sun in Cancer, 
doth undoubtedly preſage damage to mankind by exceſs of 
wet, rain, inundations or the like, and to this purpoſe 
Ptolemy ſpeaks in the ſecond book of his Quadriparnte : 
Que figure fi fuerint mariaæ ut S, Vp, delphis marinis 
piſcibus, claſſibuſque inſuper et navigationibus, that if the 
thefipn it happens in be Cancer, it fignifies ſea-fiſh, ſhips, 
and ſailors ſhall ſuffer by the effects of this Eclipſe. 
Quando Eclipſes fiunt in aqueis ob imbrium abundantiam 
et ſterilitates, et peſtes portendunt, that Eclipſes in watery 
ſigns, becauſe of abundance of 1ain, gives barrenneſs and 
peſtilence; here follows the ſcheme :

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Here is alſo inſerted a ſcheme of the Heavens for the 
middle of the viſible Lunar Eclipſe, whoſe effects will be 
ſpoken of in it's proper place. : * 

The Solar Eclipſe falling in the firſt decanate of Can- 
cer, diſturbs the air, and ſtirs up various ſtrange weather; 
it inclines the minds of men to war, and arms, &c. and 
to violate national leagues deceitfully under the ſpecies of 
religion. At preſent, ſome may urge non performance of 
articles—Venus in the Sch houſe—Alicujus nobiliſſimæ 
mulieris mortem denunciat. Venus, as now poſited, de- 
clares the death of ſome more than ordinary noble lady ; 
the Moon is near the fxed ſtar, called Aldeberan, of the 
nature of Mars; and is alſo departing from the body of 
Mars, and going to the trine of Saturn; from hence we 
may collect, there will be many ſkirmiſhes at ſea with 
doubtful ſucceſs ; yet ſome of thoſe hghts will be managed 
with great gallantry and courage—Many piratical ſhips 
are likely to infeſt the fea towards the coaſts of Spain and 
the Mediterranean, to the great impoveriſhment of the 
merchants. We have obſerved, that the ſeveral benevo- 
lent aſpects of the inferior Planets in moſt months always 
give great hopes of a general peace, but, indeed, their aſ- 
pects do rather manifeſt the willing inclination of many 
worthy perſons to aſſiſt in ſuch a charitable action, than 
any ability to perform the matter intended,

perieaced perſons of the world, for the beſt and moſt or 
derly governed city in the uniyerſe, yet, will it, at thi 
time, need her magiſtrates and miniſters of juſtice 
to be vigilant and active, chiefly in guarding againſt thy 
incroachments of power, and in the ſuppretiing and 
keeping under obſtinate ſpirits (1s: their opinions and pre 
tences be what they pleaſe) who will now be apt and read 
to diſtain her honour and bring a cloud upon her ſplendi
